*haractcrized as being no small in- 
¡titution. 
The ministers were paid 
28 mil- 
ion dollars last year, he stated, and 
he enrollment in the Sunday schools 
of the churches was placed at 4,- 
000,000, and 
7 00,000 in tlie 
Ep- 
worth League and Junior League. 
The v aluation of the church pro­ 
perty is estimated at 
$325 ,000,000. 
In continuing his rev iew of the 
hureh, he stated that • last 
year 
here was 17 million dollars expend- 
d for benev olent institutions, w hich 
are div ided into 
14 classificatio ns, 
and supported by the church. 
The institutions 
include v arious 
cinds of schools, foreign and other 
missionary societies, activ ities among 
olored people, and other benev olent 
tomes, hospitals and 
institutions. 
)r. King deplored t'he conditions of 
the colored people of the south, and 
tated that the school problems were 
terrible, especially in Georgia, where 
there was only one high school in 
the entire state where colored peo­ 
ple could attend. 
He stated that 
the Methodist church is maintain­ 
ing 19 schools in the south for tin 
uplift of the colored people in edu­ 
cational lines. 
He also urged that more money be 
contributed t'his year to the benev o­ 
lences, and he called attention to the 
comparison of 28 million tor minis­ 
ters and 17 million for institutions, 
which he stated should he on a more 
equal basis, with the benev olepce or­ 
ganization receiv ing more money. 
The closing address of the morn­ 
ing was deliv ered by 
the Rev . J. 
W. Potter pastor of the First Meth­ 
odist church of Ft. Wayne, who dis­ 
cussed the “ Ev angelistic Work” and 
howed the progress that had been 
the work.

The grain 
is extremely hard and has the repu­ 
tation of having exceptionable mill­ 
ing qualities. A Rush county miller 
has expressed liis opinion as being 
that this variety o f wheat ean he 
used to mill in blend with local va­ 
rieties, just as northwe-tern wheat is 
used.

Mr. Sears says that lie is conti- 
dent that his yield would have been 
three to five bushels more if he had 
not sowe«l so much seed to the acre

days longer l»efore cutting. He savs 
that 
this wheal stoolcd out more 
than any other wheat he ever sowed 
and that the 74 bushels of seed sown 
on 4| acres was too heavy a seeding 
because of its stooling qualities. The 
grain is much smaller than the com­ 
mon varieties grown in this section; 
therefore 
Ic- s bushels per acre are 
required. According to this farmer 
it required over four pounds of twine 
to bind an acre

Biirht Is Wet Weather Disease But 


fi May Be Serious In A Garden 


in Dry Weather 


Tomatoes Should Ee Sprayed With 


Bordeaux And Should Ee Put On 


Upper And Lower Surface 


Some folks enil everything that 
ktfls tomato 
plants, the blight but 
the re are several things that will kill 
a print and vet are not a* blight. 
It 
is cuitoai.ti v to apply the name of 
iiligiit to one particular disease, re­ 
sulting from the combined action of 
a large number of small leaf spots. 
Examine the younger leaves and the 
stems of the diseased plants for 
« mall brown spots it you wish to find 
out 
whether 
the light 
is 
causing 
the death of the tomatoes. 


Blight is 
a wet weather disease 
but it may be serious in a garden in 
dry weather if the gardener waters 
the plants in such a way as to wet 
the leaves. 
In this ease 
the best 
control is to stop watering in this 
way 
and turn 
the 
water 
on 
the 
ground so that it will not splash on 
the leaves. 
Tomatoes raised under 
a system of overhead irrigation are 
very liable to have the blight. 


Very often the disease starts in 
the plant bed and a young 
plant 
having a few spots on the 
leaves 
will be source of danger in the field. 
Remains o f the previou-« crop should 
be piled and burned or may be re­ 
moved and buried, anything to get 
the source of the disease away from 
the young plants. 
Tomatoes, both in 
the plant lied and in the field, should 
he sprayed with hordeaux, either in

BEWARE OF VERMIN 
Cleanse Newly Acquired 
Birds 
Before Introducing Them To 
Your Flock

Lice are * introduced into 
many 
clean flocks of poultry through the 
buying of new birds that happen to 
be infested 
with 
these 
parasites. 
They are a great source of trouble 
and require a<n enormous amount o-f 
effort to get them out. By far the 
simplest plan is to treat each bird 
fo£ lice as it comes in and take no 
chances. 
To avoid the possibility of bring­ 
ing parasites into a house or to a 
Hock that 
is free from 
vermin of 
any kind, all new b i r d s 
should be 
kept in a quarantine coop by them­ 
selves and specially 
treated for a 
few days. 
( ’are should he taken to see that 
the quarantine coop or cage is itself 
free from parasites. 
For a period of about ten days 
some good insect powder should be 
dusted into the feathers of 
such 
birds. To do this effectively the birds 
should be held in one hand by the 


sh an k s , with the head hanging down 
and the 
insect powder should lie 
worked into the feathers of 
every 
part of the body and on the skin with 
the lingers of tlie other band.

The bark, seeds

powerful internal poison that is dan- j 
gerous alike t«i man and animals. It 
is a dangerous practice to chew lo­ 
cust stems oh to tie horses to young 
locukt trees or in other way* allow 
grazing <*attle to have access to the 
tend«*r hark or f«ilingc*. 
Numerous 
cases of looufet poisoning have oc- 
urre«l in Indiana; the loss of four 
horses and four 
cattle from this 
cause was reported by one ILiosier 
veterinarian. 
Mature trees are not 
apt to <*ause trouble since the hark 
is t«io tought to he grazed and the 
foilagt* is out of reach. 
On the Mix 
farm a number of mature trees had 
been cut and the poisoned animals 
had grazed on the heavy growth of 
sprouts. 
The symptoms 
of locust 
poisoning 
vary 
considerably, 
but 
colicky 
pains, nervous excitement 
and partial 
paralysis of the hind­ 
quarters may frequently by observ­ 
ed. 
It should be noted that the com­ 
mon black locust is the poisonous 
spe«*ies and it should not he confus­ 
ed with honey locust, the plant with 
large spines, which is not poisonous.

Each part L ie of the black dust 
contained in tin* “ smut ball”

spore or seed of the fungus which 
causes 
stinking smut. 
The smut 
pores lodge in tlie machine and in- 
threshe«! later. 


Stinking smut is 
more 
serious 
than the loose smut for the reason 
that it decreases the market value 
of the wheat as well 
as 
Hit 
the 
yield. 
Some fields this year, the 
county agent 
reports, showed 
as 
high as 20 per cent infection with 
stinking smut, and elevat«irs dock­ 
ed the price to the farmer as much 
as 10 cents per bushel, 
depending 
upon amount of smut present. 
The 
presence of stinking smut in wheat 
lowers its milling value 
Ly taint-, 
ing the Hour with the disagreeable 
odor and by effecting the physical 
condition, so farmers can expect a 
cut in the market price. 


For the small cost of not more 
than 10 cents per acre the farmer 
ean insure himself against loss from 
stinking smut. There are two meth­ 
ods of treatment, namely, the fo r­ 
maldehyde or wet method and the 
copper carbonate which is 
a 
<liy 
method. 
Details of the treatments 
can be obtained from the 
couuty 
agent’s office.

HOT DRY W EATHER 


BRINGS TOMATO 
W ILT 


B y C. T. G R E G O R Y 


(Botany Dept. Purdue University) 


In Ju ly or August, tomato plant 
if the ¡that art apparently perfertly 'healthy 
and have grown well during the cool­ 
er, 
moist weather of spring, 
may 
suddenly turn yellow and wilt. 
This 
trouble'almost always accompanies 
the hot dry weather. 
The 
lower 
leaves first wilt and 
die, 
followed 
by (he successively 
higher 
leaves 
until the entire plant is dead. How­ 
ever, -there are so many things that 
might cause the plant to wilt that it 
is always best to be certain before 
trying t«i control the disease; 
Peal 
a little tif the bark from the stem 
near the ground. 
A wilt 
disease 
plant will he a rather dark brown 
beneafih the bark whereas a healthy 
plant is a light green. 
The 
fungus plant 
causing 
the 
wilt lives in the soil and attacks the 
roots t»f the tomato. From the roots 
it sprea«ls into the sap tubes turn­ 
ing them brown but it does not cause 
any rotting of the roots. 
The death 
of the plant results from the plug­ 
ging of the sap tubes, shutting off 
the water supply of the plants, and 
also by the poisoning of the plant 
by the fungus. 
The t*ontrol of the wilt will differ 
somewhat under different conditions. 
If this is the first tune that (he dis­ 
ease ever appeared in 
the garden,

All the lambs received green forage 
as soon as it was available in the 
spring consisting of rye, blue grass,

grain ration consisting, for the most 
part, of eorp, oats and linseed oil- 
meal. 
The grain ration seems 
to 
he a very important factor in mak­ 
ing the lambs grow rapidly, as sev­ 
eral members of the club who gave 
the lambs plenty 
of 
forage 
and 
they ha«l a liberal supply 
of milk 
from the mother, found upon weigh­ 
ing their lambs that they were eight 
to ten pounds short

a gold medal.

A good camp site has been select­ 
ed in each county and the club mem­ 
bers will spend the better part of a 
week on a real outing. The county 
agents, club leaders and others iden­ 
tified with extension work 
are 
in 
charge o f the camps. Tents or per­ 
manent buildings on the camp sites 
will house the boys and girls. 
A definite program has been a r­ 
ranged for every hour of the 
day. 
Each moiynmg, instruction will be 
given by extension specialists 
and 
club leaders from Purdue, workers 
from the state board of health and 
state Y. M. C. A. 
lectures and demonstrations 
in 
agriculture will he given the boys by 
specialists in 
poultry, 
dairying, 
swine or other farm subjects. The 
board of health men will give meth­ 
ods of first aid, home sanitation care 
of body and other important points 
that every boy and girl should know. 
Purdue women lt*cturers will give the 
girls lessons in nutrition, clothing or 
millinery. Purdue botanists will dem­ 
onstrate 
identification 
of 
weeds, 
plants, common plant diseases, and 
other nature study subjects. Leaders 
from the club department will be in 
charge of the programs. 
Afternoons are given over to ath­

Fight Against Motorists Who Stop 


on Traveled Parts of Roads 


STATE LAW AGAINST IT 


Indianapolis, Ind., Ju ly 
31— The 
state highway 
commission’s 
cam­ 
paign being waged against parking 
on tlie traveled road-way is obtain­ 
ing good results. 
The public generally lias responded 
to the requirements of the law that 
velficles 
be not permitted to block 
the traveled portion of a road, and 
as a result tralli«- unusually heavy on 
some of tin* major state roads 
is 
moving more freely and with less ha­ 
zard. 
A. H. Hinkle, superintendent 
of 
maintenance for the state highway 
department, says that local authori­ 
ties are cooperating with the com­ 
mission. He is of the opinion that a 
few arrests in some localities will 
greatly help to make all observe this 
law. 
According to a report of accidents 
kept in the commission’s offices, few ­ 
er accidents have oecured since the 
safety campaign 
started. Commis­ 
sion members however, point out that 
the highway department still 
has 
considerable work to do such as eree- 
ting warning signs against parking 
on extremely narrow sections 
of 
roads. The law imposes a 
maximum 
fine of $500 on one 
convicted 
of 
blocking traffic on a public highway.

P referably, this should be done at 
du."k so that it will -lay

birds all night. 11* dusted into the 
feath ers during* the d ay the fowl is 
apt to shake out the powder after it 
regain s its feet. It will be less iifce-' 
ly to shake out the powder if applied 
at night. A fowl that is dusted in 
thi> way each third day fo r a period 
o f nine d ay s will be fairly sa fe to 
admit into a flock. 
I f there is any doubt in the m atter 
however, a thorough w ashing should 
follow the dust treatment. 
To wash a fowl properly and con­ 
veniently requires three tubs o f wa- 


I ter and a rake o f soap that is light 
enough to float on the su rface of the 
water.

face o f the skin is clean. A brusih 
or ¡>ponge is useless fo r this purpose. 
The washing m ust be done by work­ 
ing the ends o f the lingers into and 
am ong the leath ers and 
over 
the 
skin. 
When thoroughly lathered so that 
the so ap penetrates into every p o s­ 
sible place, as much soap a s possible, 
should be rinsed from the feath ers 
in the tub o f hot water. Then 
the 
fowl hould be thoroughly rinsed first 
in the tub o f lukewarm w ater and 
next in the tub o f cold water. A fter 
this the bird should be taken from 
the tub o f cold water, stood on the 
floor, a table, or a box, and all the 
moisture pressed and rubbed from 
the plumage, 
first with the 
hands 
and then with a sponge or towel. In 
rubbing, the feath ers should alw ays 
be rubbed tow ard the tail. A fter re­ 
moving all the moisture possible in 
this way, the bird should he plaeed 
in a perfectly clean box coop with 
six inches o f clean dry straw on tlie 
floor. The coop containing the fowl 
should be kept at a tem jierature o f 
about 80 degrees Fahrenheit until the 
bird is perfectly dry.

a. 111. today declared: 


"The bulletin was more optimistic 


than the one issued yesterday af- 
ternoon and last night. The pneu- 
monia areas quotted in last nigbt's 
statement have not spread" 
the 


statement said. 


The temperature was 100 at 9 a. 


in., today against 100.6 at 5:30 p. 
in. yesterday and 101 at 9 a. m. yes- 
terday. 


Respiration was 40 this morning 


against 118 yesterday morning and 
125 early yesterday evening. 


Definitely "improved" 
was 
the 


description of the heart action. The 
president was reported taking nour- 
ishment regularly. 


"President Harding snent the best 


night, comparatively, since he has 
been ill," Brig. General Sawyer said 
t'liis morning.

president at 2 o'clock and

shortly before 8 o'clock. 


"The president slept several hours

The possibilities of the churcli were 


compared to an example of the three 
greatest, things in the world, which 
he termed as a mountain, the ocean 
and an earnest main at his work. All 
of them were great things, and the 
speaker stated that the' Methodist 
church has promise of being equally 
as great.

He made a plea for the Centenary 


offering and for 
the Indianapolis 


Area headquarters building, which is 
being planned to be constructed from 
subscriptions and which will house 
offices and afford a meeting place 
for state Methodists. 


Envelopes for pledges were dis- 


tributed and collected during 
the 


morning session. 
... 


Dr. Harry Andrew King, super- 


intendent of the Indianapolis district 
delivered the address of the second 
topic, and discussed the benevolent 
organizations 
sponsored - by 
the 


Methodist church, and he reviewed 
•44tiritiesi /*'£ 
the 
'organization. 


There are 21,000 ministers employ- 
ed and 5 million .members, which he 
^characterized as being no small in- 
stitution. 


The ministers were paid 28 mil- 


lion dollars last year, he stated, and 
the enrollment in the Sunday schools 
of tfoe churches was placed at 4,- 
600,000, and 
700,000 in the 
Ep- 


worth League 'and Junior League. 
The valuation' of the church pro- 
perty is estimated at $325,000,000. 


In continuing his review of the 


church, be stated that'last 
year 


there >was 17 •million dollars expend- 
ed for benevolent institutions, which 
are divided into 14 classifications, 
and supported by the church. 


The institutions 
include various 


kinds 'of schools, foreign and other 
missionary societies, activities among 
colored people, and other benevolent 
'tomes, hospitals nnd 
institutions. 


Dr. King deplored t'he conditions of 
he colored people of the south, and 
stated that the school problems were 
errible, especially in Georgia, where 
here was only one high school in 
he entire state where colored peo- 
ile could attend. 
He stated 
that 


he Methodist church is maintain- 
ing 19 schools'in the south for the 
iplift of the colored people in edu- 
cational lines. 


He also urged that more money be 


Contributed this year to the 'benevo- 
ences, and he called attention to the 
•omparison of 28 million for minis- 
ers and 17 million for institutions, 
which he stated should be on a more 
equal basis, with the 'benevolepce or- 
ganization receiving more money. 


The closing address of the morn- 


ng wa's delivered by the Rev. J. 
W. Potter pastor of the First Meth- 
odist church of Ft. Wayne, who dis- 
ussed the "Evangelistic Work" and 
showed the progress that liad been 
he work. 


Several musical selections 
were 


•arried out during the period be- 
tween addresses, and Walter Riehey 
of Milroy led in the song services. 
Only a few of the county pastors 
were not present, due to their vaca- 
iion. time, and although the attend- 
ance wa's not large, yet the interest 
was ffood, and the attendance in- 
reased toward the noon hour, when 
a basket dinner was served. 


This afternoon was devoted to a 


musical ^program and athletic con- 
;ests which were arranged for the 
>oys of the church under the direc- 
tion of Albert F. Cotton, director of 
physical education in the Rushville 
schools. 


The three speakers here this morn- 


ing went to Connersville for a Fay- 
ette county meeting of Methodist 
churches this afternoon.

ONE OF HORSES ALSO KILLED 


Laurel, Ind., July 31—A. M. Nel- 


son, aged 68, farmer residing west of 
here, was fatally! injured Monday 
about 9 o'clock when he was crushed 
beneath a water tank used for haul- 
ing water to the threshing machine 
on ti'.ie John Fritz farm, three miles 
northwest of Laurel on the Orange 
road.

made: up of many members of Hie 
party, who accompanied the presi- 
rent- on his trip which was halted 
here so .suddenly by his illness. 


Everyone realized last, night that 


Mr. Harding was facing a desperate 
fight fo.1 life and that it was mainly 
a figrit of this will, for his body was 
too weak to throw off entirely the 
creeping poison. 


Announcement that Mr. Hnrding's 


condition was grave was made by 
the five attending physicians in an 
official Ibnlletin issued, at 9:15 p. in., 
(coast time) following an examina- 
tion and consultation. 
The bulle- 


tin disclosed the fact that an X-ray 
examination made earlier 
in 
the 


evening had shown Mr. Harding to 
be suffering from -broncho-Pneumon- 
ia of the right lung. 


The bulletin read as follows: 
"Definite central patches of bron- 


cho-pnpunionea have «!ev<|rped 'in 
the right lung as indicated clinically 
and by X-ray. 
Nourishment is be- 


ing taken regularly and the abdom- 
inal symptoms are less 
noticable. 


While his condition is grave, he is 
;emporamentally well 
adapted to 


nake a strong fight against the. in- 
fection. 


"Pulse, temperature and respira- 


tion about the same as shown in the 
previous report." 


The "previous report" referred to 


in. oflicial bulletin issued at 5:30 p. 
n. (coast time) in which Mr. Hardr 
ing's conditions was called "seri- 
ous". 
That statement said: , 


"The president's condition ,is as 


'ollows: 


"Temperature 
100.0 
degrees; 


pulse 125; respiration 44 and some- 
what irregular. 
There 
is 
some 


cough and evidence of congestion 
in one lung. He has taken some 
nourishment. Except for weakness 
and restlessness, he lias been fairly 
comforta'ble during the day. 
His 


condition is serious." 


That bulletin in turn had succeed- 


ed an optimistic one issued ibefore 
noon. The tone of the 5:30 'bulletin 
caused apprehension because it in- 
cluded the first admission that Mr. 
Harding was in a serious condition. 


About 7:30 p. m., (coast time) Dr. 


Sawyer, his chief physician, 
in a 


frank- statement said that almost any 
sort of complication was possible 
He said pnuemonic inflammation was 
among the possibilities, though at 
that hour he -would not class it. He 
said the X-ray examination had been 
made to determine just what the 
possible developments of the next 
few hours would be, and to check tip 
on the clinical observations made 
during the day relative to tihe con- 
dition of the lungs and heart. 


Dr. Sawyer said at that time that 


the -case was clearly serious, but 
not grave, and that, if physicians 
used the word . grave it would be 
advisedly and would indicate a dis- 
tinct turn for the worse. 


Less than two hours later Sawyer 


signed his name to the bulletin an- 
nouncing that the president's con- 
dition was. grave. 


The effect of this announcement 


was to plunge the presidential party 
into deep fear. This was heightened 
by the carefully 'worded bulletin to 
the fact that- the president was 
"tempermentally well" equipped to 
fight off the affection. Nothing was 
said as to his physical equipmenl 
for the (battle with death, for his 
doctors knew he had practically ex- 
hausted his physical resistcnce. That 
was apparent when their 5:30 p. m. 
examination showed a drop in tem- 
perature, accompanied by a sharp 
increase in pulse action and respir- 
ation. 


Ordinarily the increased pulse and 


respiration -would have -been marked 
'by a rising, rather than falling tem- 
perature. The fact that! the temper- 
ature went down indicated extreme- 
ly low resistenee powers -and it was 


obvious then that the danger of 
pneumonic ihflamation was increas- 
ing.

He s8ook his head and 
paced hour by hour up and down the 
rug of bis room at the White House. 


The doctors said afterward that 


Mrs. Harding fighting will beat off 
death.' 


Today that same splendid will was

period, 'but this time to aid her hus- 
band. She faced the cold facts set 
fortih medical science as Dr. Saw- 
yer brought them to her. He de- 
scribed her as one "who shows up 
best under fire." She kept her he;id 
up and her eyes dry. She khew the 
figfht her man -was making and all 
that she could do was to pray and 
smile. Those who came from the 
sick room said she was doing both.

Claude Sears of Center township 


is the first to thresh Michikoff wheat 
off of black ground is: Rush county 
and iie is very much pleased with the 
yield and quality of .grain produced 
and thinks tsiat Michikoff wheat has 
a s°°d chance to| become one of the 
established varieties in this county. 
The experience of Mr. Sears is the 
same as others who have tried the 
variety in tihis section of the state. 


Mr. Sears reports that his Michi- 


koff yielded 35 bushels to the acre 
and the grain tested a good strong 
fiO pounds to the bushel. The grain 
is extremely hard and, has tllie repu- 
tation of having exceptionable mill- 
ing qualities. A Rush county miller 
lias expressed his opinion as being 
that this variety of wheat can be 
used to mill in blend with local va- 
rieties, just sis northwestern wheat is 
used. There are mi'llers in the state 
that have found the milling qualities 
so good that* they are 
paying 10 


cents ]>er bushel premium for Michi- 
koff and are doing all they can to 
get the variety established in their 
territories'. 


Mr. Sears says that he i.s confi- 


dent that his yield would have been 
three to five bushels more if he had 
not sowed so much seed to the acre 
and if 'he had waited two or three 
days longer before cutting. He says 
that this wheat siooled out .more 
than any other wheat he ever sowed 
iindj.liat.the 7i bushels of seed sown 
on 43 acres was too heavy a seeding 
because of its stooling qualities. The 
grain is much smaller than the com- 
mon varieties grown in this section; 
therefore less bushels per acre are 
required. According to this farmer 
it required over four pounds of twine, 
to bind an -acre of his 
Miehikoff 


wheat and because .of cutting it a 
few days too early there were many 
heads of later stoo'.ing that 
were 


still green. 


Michikoff 
wheat 
is very tight 


chaffed, which gives it the advantage 
of being resistant to 
loose smut. 


This same characteristic, however, 
makes it a little hard to tihresh if it 
is cut green, and Mr. Sears reports 
that many pieces of heads passed 
the 'blower without threshing out all 
the grain. 
I Reports on this variety of wheat 
from other sections of tllie 
state 


nre very encouraging, and it looks 
as though 'Michiko'ff 
will 
become 


standard, 
especially 
for 
strong 


ground. Some counties report that it 
is the best black ground wheat they 
have tried. Mr. Sears reports that 
he tSiinks enough of the new variety 
to pr»w 30 acres of it this fall. 


Tlie county agent is cooperating 


•with farmers in locating seed of the. 
new variety. 


Hay 
containing 
grasses 
with 


barbed awns should be fed with con- 
siderable .caution since the 
awns 


may penetrate the lining of the dig- 
estive tract with serious results, ac- 
cording to Albert A. Hansen of the 
Purdus University Agricultural Ex- 
tension Department. 


The barbs, wjiich resemble 
fish 


hooks barbs when enlarged under 
the microscope, can easily be felt 
by stroking the awn or beard in a 
direction toward 'the head of the 
grass. 
W-ild barley, tame 
barley, 


downy broine grass and foxtail are 
among the common grasses equip- 
ped with barbed beards or awns or 
pieces of awns may also penetrate 
the mou'tli parts and cause sore 
mouth. 
luflamaition usually sets in 


where the awns penetrate. 


An interesting case of this char- 


acter was investigated in Hunting- 
ton County by the Veterinary De- 
partment of Purdue University. Five 
liorses died' after eating feed5 con- 
taining considerable foxtail. A post- 
mortem examination reveafled that. 
the lungs «nd mouth parts were 
completely riddled with the barbed 
awns and serious ulceration had set 


Another danger from the barfed 


awns is the formation of hail balls in 
the stomachs of grazing animals. 
These hairballs are simply spheri- 
cal accumulations of the awns and 
they may obstruct 
the 
digestive 


tract and .eaifse death. 
A case of 


Phis kind was reported from Clarke 
County where death to a horse fed 
on over ripe rye was found to be due 
to an accumulation of masses of 
awns in the stomaeh. 


Although the danger from, barbed- 


awn grasses is not great, it is not 
wise to feed badly-infested hay. In 
past u s_tnf rn.res 
pastures, wild barley and 
similar 


grasses should be cut before seeds 
ripen since there 
is 
always the 


chance that animal may graze on 
hem when other feed 
becomes 


scarce; - 


POTATO TIP BURN 


When Hie edges of the leaves of 


the polato turn brown and finally 
t'he whole leaf turns yellow and dies 
1he plants are 
affected

'disease known as tip burn. This 
disease 
as 
commonly 
known by 


growers as blight. The cause of this 
trouble '.-an readily lie seen by walk- 
ing throii;;h the p:i.t?h and shaking 
or disturbing t'he vines. 
A little 


white ling will fly out. This is the 
Jeaf hopncr which sucks at the veins 
of the leaf causing this drying of 
the edges and .finally the death of 
the leaf. 
Examine 1'he under sur- 


face of a few of the leaves and no- 
tice the litile greenish 
buj>« 
that 


dance away or side siep quickly. 
Often disappearing around the edge 
of the leaf. There are the young leaf 
hoppers. 


One of the best ways of helping 


the potato plant to overcome this 
trouble is by spraying thoroughly 
with 'bordeaux, say Purdue Univer- 
sity botanists. 
A tablespoonful of 


black leaf 40 added to each gallon 
of bordeaux will also help to kill 
these- pests. 
Weak potatoes like 


those afflicted with leaf roll 
and 


mosaic are mncli more seriously af- 
fected with this disease.

Wheat certification and pure seed 


are commanding a great amount of 
attention in Ifanlc-.ock counfyi this 
season, and a large percentage of 
.he interest is centered around the 
Michikoff variety of wheat. In the 
fall of 1922, more than 400 bushels 
of certified Michikoff wheat was iri- 
troduced and used to seed about 
320 acres. 
Results of preliminary 


surveys show all of this wheat,to be 
unusually good. 


•With the assistance of the seed 


certification committee the field of 
wheat for ten different farmers was 
inspected in view of

wheat. The Michikoff/ wheat showed 
only an cverage of one-halp per 
cent mixture and one-half per cent 
smut. The Rudy wheat «tood next 
in line, in respect to purity and dis- 
ease, showing less than 1 per cent 
loose smut. The. average per isent 
of loose smut in Hall's Red Chaff 
was 10 per cent. 
Miehikoff wheat 


was developed by the agricultural 
experiment station of Purdue Uni- 
versity. 


"The 
program 
of 
introducing 


Mlicbikoff wheat into <he 
various 


communities is being promoted by 
having all eligible wheat of this var- 
iety certified and all fields planted 
are eligible for certification except 


e, which is infested 
with loose 


smut. 
One farmer producing this 


wheat has received sufficient orders 
to take all the seed produced this 
year on his farm, which will be ap- 
proximately 500 bushels. 
Field in- 


spections have been made in four 
townships and the appearance of 
this variety at this time justifies the

POISONS STOCK 


Recent Death Of Valuable Cow On 


Farm Of Dr. Mix In Delaware 


County Was Investigated 


NUMEROUS CASES REPORTED 


Bark, Seeds And Leaves Of Black 


Locust Contain Powerful Poison 


Dangerous Also To Man 


The recent death 
olf a valuable 


cow and the severe illness af a num- 
ber of other .animals on the farm of 
Dr. C. M. Mix, Sehna, Delaware 
lounty, Indiana, was investigated by 
A. A. Hansen of the 
agricultural 


extension 
department 
of 
Purdue 


University and the cause was found 
to be black locust poisoning. 


The bark, seeds and leaves 
of 


onunpn black 
locust 
contain 
a 


powerful internal poison that is dan- 
gerous alike to man and -animals. It 
s a dangerous practice to chew lo- 
cust stems oh to tie horses V> young 
locust trees or in other ways allow 
grazing cattle to have access to the 
tender bark or foliage. Numerous 
eases of locust poisoning have oc- 
curred in Indiana; the loss of four 
liorses and four cattle from this 
anse was reported by one Hoosier 
veterinarian. 
Mature trees are not 


apt to cause trouble since the bark 
is too tought to be grazed and the 
foilage is out of reach. On the Mix 
farm a number of mature trees had 
been cut and the poisoned animals 
had grazed on the heavy growth of 
sprouts. 
The symptoms of locust 


poisoning vary 
considerably, 
but 


colicky pains, nervous excitement 
and partial paralysis of the hind- 
quarters may frequently by observ- 
ed. 


It should be noted that the com- 


mon black locust is the poisonous 
species and it should not be con fus- 
ed with honey locust, the plant with 
large spines, which is hot.poisonous.

ng smut has cost

county 


farmers $15,000 this year mid in 
some parts of -the county stinking 
;mut is so plentiful that there is 
danger "that all seed 
saved 
from 


wheat threshed this year will 
be 


nfected with smut. 


Even though the wheat threshed 


on a certain farm is free from smut 
;his year, there is a good chance for 
it to !be smutted next year, if the 
job threshed just ahead was smut- 
ted. .Each partiele of the black dust 
contained in the "smut ball" 
is a 


pore- or seed of the fungus which 
causes 
stinking smut. 
The smut 


spores lodge in the machine and in- 
fect wheat threshed later. 


Stinking smut is 
more ""serious 


ban the loose smut for the reason 
;hat it decreases the market value 
of the wheat as well as feut the 
yield. 
Some fields this year, the 


county agent reports, showed 
as 


liigh as 20 per cent infection with 
stinking smut, and elevators dock- 
ed the price to the farmer as much 
as 10 cents per bushel, depending 
upon amount of smut present. The 
Jresence of stinking smut in wheat 
lowers its milling value by taint-, 
ing the flour, with the disagreeable 
odor and by effecting the physical 
condition, so farmers can expect a 
cut in, the 'market price. ' 


For the small cost of not more 


than 10 cents per acre the farmer 
can insure himself against loss from 
stanking smut. There are two- meth- 
ods of treatment, namely, the for- 
maldehyde or wet method and the 
copper carbonate which is a dig 
method.

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TOMATO BLIGHT IS 
COMMON IN STATE 


Blir-ht Is Wet Weather Disease But 
it May Be Serious In A Garden 


In Dry Weather 


MANY MISTAKEN IN DISEASE 


Tomatoes Should Be Sprayed With 
Bordeaux And Should Be Put On 


Upper And Lower Surface 


•Some folks call everything that 


kills tomato plants, the blight but 
there are several things that will kill 
a pXmt and yet are not a< blight. 
It 


is ciu;to:nary to apply the name of 
blight to one particular disease, re- 
sulting from the combined action of 
a large number of .small leaf spots. 
Examine the younger leaves and the 
stems of the diseased plants for 
small brown spots if you wish to find 
out 
whether the light is causing 


the death of the tomatoes. 


Blight is a wet weather disease 


but it may1 be serious in a garden, in 
dry weather i£ the gardener waters 
thej>!ants- in such u way as to wet 
the leaves. 
In this case the best 


control is to stop watering in thi 
way and turn the water on the 
ground so thai it will not splash on 
the leaves. 
Tomatoes raised under 


a system of overhead irrigation are 
very liable to have the blight. 


Very often the disease starts in 


the plant bed and a yonng' plant 
having a few spots, on the leaves 
will be source of danger in the field. 
Remains of the previous crop should 
be piled and burned or may be re- 
moved and buried, anything to get 
the source of the disease away from 
the young plants. Tomatoes, both in 
the plant bed and in the field, should 
be sprayed with bordeaux, either in 
rainy seasons or when the tomatoes 
are grown-under an overhead irriga- 
tion system. 


The spray mixture to use. is 3-5-50 


or 4-6-50 bordeaux. The most im- 
portant 
part of 
spraying is the 


method, of application, always ap- 
ply the spray to both the upper and 
the lower surfaces of the- leaves. 
The disease tean attack either sur- 
face of the leaif and an application 
of spray to the upper surface is al- 
most worthless. 
Either home-made 


or commercia I 'bordeaux may be 
used , but the home-made • mixture 
s to be preferred. To make small 
quantities of bordeaux dissolve 4 
tablcspoonfulls of blue vitriol in two 
quarts of hot water, using a glass 
jar or a stone crock. Mix 10 level 
lablespoonfulls of hydrated lime in 
2 quarts of water and then stir 'the 
lime mixture into the blue' vitro}. If 
an inch cube all soap is dissolved in 
a pint of hot water and added to 
this bordeaux, it will make a much 
stickier mixture that will cover the 
leaves better. 


HOT DRY WEATHER 


BRINGS TOMATO WILT 


By C. T. GREGORY 
„ 


(Botany Dept. Purdue University) 
In July or August, tomato plants 


;hat art apparently perfertly 'healthy 
and have grown well during the cool- 
er, moist weather of spring, may 
suddenly turn yellow and wilt. This 
:rouble < almost always accompanies 
:he 'hot dry weather. 
The. lower 


eaves first wilt and 
die, ^ followed 


>y fhe successively higher 
leaves 


until the entire plant is dead. 'How- 
ever, 'there are so many things that 
might cause the plant to wilt that it 
is always best to be-certain before 
:rying to control the disease. Peal 
a little of the bark from the stem 
near the ground. A wilt 
disease 


alant will be a rather dark brown 


ieaflh the bark whereas a healthy 


slant is a light green. 


The 
fungus. plant causing 
the 


wilt lives in the soil and atta'cks the 
roots of the tomato. From the roots 
it.spreads into the sap tubes turn- 
ing them brown but it, does not cause 
any rotting of the roots. The death 
of the plant results from the plug- 
ging . of the sap tubes, shutting off 
[he water supply of the plants, and 
also by the poisoning of the plant 
\>y the fungus. 


The control of the wilt'will differ 


somewhat under different conditions. 
If this is the first t'me that the dis- 
ease ever appeared in the garden, 
the chances are 
that you .have 


brought it. in with some, plants pur-

WHEN BUYING FOWLS 
BEWARE OF VERMIN 
Cleanse Newly Acquired Birds 
1 Before Introducing Them To 


Your Flock 


By SETH W. SHOEMAKER 


Lice aro* introduced into 
many 


clean flocks of poultry through the 
buying of new birds that happen to 
be infested with these parasites. 
They are a great source of trouble 
and require an enormous amount of 
effort to get them out. By far the 
simplest plan is to treat each bird 
for. lice as it comes in and take no 
chances. 


To avoid the possibility of bring- 


ing parasites into a house or to a 
flock that is free from vermin of 
any kind, all new birds should be 
kept in a quarantine coop by them- 
selves and specially treated for a 
few days. 


Care should be taken to see that 


the quarantine coop or cage is itself 
free from parasites. 


Far a period of about ten days 


some good insect powder, should be 
dusted into the feathers of 
such 


birds. To do this effectively the birds 
should be held in one hand by fhe 
shanks, with the head hanging .down 
and the insect powder should be 
worked into the feathers of every 
part of the body and on the skin with 
the fingers of the other hnaid.

2-3 of their lambs weight 65 pounds 
in April, 72> pounds in May or 80 
winds in June are eligible to re-

Gold Medal Sheep Club. 


Several outstanding features have 


>een demonstrated by these 
men.

made his March lambs weigh 85 
lounds in 113 days. 


"It is interesting to note that this

BEWARE OF VERMIN

Prei'erablv,-this, should lie done at 


dusk so that it will slay 
on 
t'Jie. 


birds all night. If dusted into the 
feathers during the day the fowl is 
lapt to shake out the, poivder after it 
regiiins its feet. It will be less iike^ 
ly to shake'out the powder if applied 
at niglit. A fowl that is dusted in 
this way each third day for a period 
of nine days will be fairly safe to 


• admit into a 
flock. 
, 


If there is any doubt in the matter 


however, a thorough washing should 
•follow the .dust treatment. 


To wash ji fowl properly and con- 


veniently requires three tubs of wa- 


ter and a cake-of soap that is light- 
enough to float on the surface of the 
water. One tub should be filled three- 
fouiihs full'of 'hot water that is not 
unpomforiiibly hot to the hands{ one 
tub should contain lukewarm, water, 
and the other tub should contain fair- 
ly cold water. 


First, (he feet and shanks of the 


bird should be scrubbed with a stiff 
brush and soap and water.-The bird 
should then be set gently into the' 
tub of hot,water and immersed until 
every part of tihe plumage is soaked. 
Then the bird should be raised part- 
ly out of the water and soap rubbed 
thoroughly into the feathers

Reason Why Average Production of 


Potatoes is Less in United States 


Than in Canada 


IS A DETERMINING FACTOR 


Five Methods of Improvement Prac- 


tices to be Used in Seed Selec- 


tion Outlined in Bulletin 


One of the reasons why the aver- 


age production of potatoes per acre 
in the United States is lower than in 
Gmada, Great Britain, and European 
countries except Italy, 
says 
the 


United States Department of Agri- 
culture, is that less attention has 
been given to the character of the 
seed. Good seed is one of the de- 
termining factors in the production 
of maximum crops of potatoes. 


Five 
methods 
of improvement 


practices which may be used in se- 
curing a high-yielding and commer- 
cially desirable strain of potatoes 
are outlined and discussed in a new 
bulletin ,iust issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, as 
Fanners' Bulletin 1332, Seed Pota- 
toes and How to Produce Them, by 
William .Stuart. They are the tuber- 
unit method, hill section, mass selec- 
tion, field roguin«', and strain test- 
ing. For the average grower "mass- 
selection" and 
"fleld-roguing" are 


better methods as neither involves 
the growing and keeping separate of 
a large number of individual selec- 
tions. Both are so simple that any 
person of ordinary intelligence can 
practice them. 


Mass selection differs from hill se- 


lection in that the tubers from 
the 


individually selected plants are not 
kept separate. Generally those who 
practice mass selection do not go. 
to the trouble of marking promising 
individual plants during the growing 
season, but simply go through the 
field before 
harvesting the whole 


crop and dig by hand those plants 
which show the desired vigor and 
step characters which arc thought to 
be correlated with productiveness, 
trueness to type, and uniformity in 
size of tubers of the particular var- 
iety grown. 


Field roguing consists of remov- 


ing the diseased, weak, off-type, or 
variety mixture plants during the 
growing season. The field from which 
the seed is to be saved should be 
gone over in this manner at least 
three times during the growing; sea- 
son, to insure the removal of 
all 


plants .itffected with 
transferable 


diseases, .such as mosaic and leaf- 
roll, as soon as their presence can 
be detected. In the ficld-roguing me- 
thod no attempt is made to select 
the progeny of -individual plants at 
harvesting time, the whole crop being 
dug and all desirable 
seed stock 


gathered and stored in bulk. 


The bulletin contains information 


on cultural practices, harvesting and 
storing, seed treatment, and prepara- 
tion and fertilization of the soil. A 
•copy of the bulletin may be obtained 
free of charge as long as the supply 
lasts, from the Unfed States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington D. 
C.
